GENTLEMEN, 

I am  ao’ain  pleased  to  present  to  you 
a favourable  Report  oil  the  health  of  your  District  during-  lOOo. 
We  can  again  congratulate  ourselves  on  a remarkably  low 
death-rate — much  less  than  the  average  for  West  Riding  rural 
districts — and  on  a high  birth-rate — one  higher  than  the  average 
for  England  and  Wales.  The  County  Aledical  Officer  in  his 
recent  report  on  Flockton  mentions  this  fact,  which  is  still 
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further  marked  this  year.  I should  here  like  to  point  out,  with 
reference  to  his  report,  that  the  in.^pection  was  made  at  the  worst 
time  of  an  exceptionally  ’wet  year,  and,  though  the  ashpits  and 
privies  were  undoubtedly  in  a bad  condition,  that  they  are  rarely 
in  a like  state,  and  that  it  was  due  greatly  to  the  fact  that  their 
contents  could  not  {)reviously  be  led  on  the  land  by  the  farmers 
1 also  wish  to  point  out  to  you  that  of  his  recommendations  I had 
advised  in  that  Ilaigh  Lane  Sewerage  be  piped  away;  also 

in  LSDO  and  1001  I advised  that  byelaws  be  adoptefl  under 
Lairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order  ; and  that  in  1808  and 
1001  I recommended  New  Byelaws,  and  also  regulations  under 
the  Contagious  Diseases  (x\nimals)  Act,  I do  not,  however, 
consider  that  public  scavenging  is  at  all  necessary  in  Flockton’s 
present  circumstances,  but  1 certainly  think  a pro})er  tip  for 
rubbish  should  be  provided;  and  1 have  warned  several  Sanitary 
Inspectors  about  the  deposit  of  ash-pit  lad'nse  in  the  lanes.  I 
also  think  that  in  cases  where  ashpits  cannot  be  emptied  directly 
into  the  carts  and  must  be  first  wdieeled  into  the  road,  it  should 
be  made  compulsory  that  it  be  done  at  night,  and  disinfectants  be 
used. 


Birth  Eate, — The  number  of  Births  w'as  42 — males  22 
and  females  20.  This,  which  e(|uals  1902,  is  the  highest  number 
recorded  for  ten  years,  and  gives  a birth-rate  of  33.3  per  1000. 


There  were  no  illegitimate  births,  I am  jdeased  to  note 
that  during  the  past  ten  years  out  of  372  births  there  were  only 
six  illegitimate. 
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Death  Rate. — Of  the  13  deaths  registered  9 w^ere  males 
and  4 females.  Of  these  13  eleven  happened  during  the  first  half 
of  the  year,  only  two  being  in  the  third  quarter,  and  none  in  the 
last  quarter.  I do  not  recollect  that  in  the  past  1 5 years  any 
quarter  w’as  quite  a blank.

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The  Death  Itate  was  10.2  per  1000,  or  including'  one  Flock- 
ton  case  which  died  in  the  West  Riding’  Asyliiin,  it  was  1 I per 
1000. 
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Of  these  deaths  live  w^ere  of  Infants  under  one  year,  and 
three  of  persons  aged  over  05.  A noticeable  feature  is  that  four 
deaths  were  due  to  heart  disease.  I am  glad  to  point  out  that 
the  number  of  deaths  from  Tubercular  Diseases  has  been  dimin- 
ishing for  the  last  few  years,  though  from  live  to  ten  years  ago 
it  was  exceptionally  high. 

Infantile  Death  Rate. — The  five  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year  give  an  Infantile  Death  Rate  of  119  per  1000  registered 
births,  which  is  just  epual  to  our  average  for  the  live  years  1S9(S- 
1902. 


Zymotic  Death  Rate. — There  was  one  death  from 
Enteric  Fever  giving  a Zymotic  Death  Rate  of  .7  per  1000. 

T lind  that  in  the  last  ten  years  Flockton  has  only  had  seven 
deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases,  and  of  these  seven  Whooping 
Cough  accounted  for  four.

Infectious  Diseases. — Eight  cases  of  Infectious  Dis- 
ease were  notilied  during  the  year.  Of  these,  two  were  cases  of 
enteric  fever,  two  of  scarlet  fever,  and  four  of  erysipelas.  A few 
cases  of  measles  occurred  in  December ; much  wdiooping  cough 
in  March  ; a few  of  diarrhoea  in  October  and  December  ; and 
influenza  was  especially  noticed  in  January,  February,  June, 
October,  and  December. 

Very  few  Nuisances  w^ere  reported  during  the  year,  and  I 
note  that  two  troublesome  cases  have  at  last  been  thoroughly 
dealt  with. 
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Water  Supply. — I have  twice  during  the  year  tested 
the  town’s  watc'r  for  lead  and  nitrates,  and  find  it  quite  free.  1 
have  laid  ft‘W('j'  eoiiiplaiiits  of  inade(|nate  How  than  in  previous 
years.  'The  anioiint  of  water  coiisuined  Avas  2.r)7h,()()0  ^'allons, 
giving-  a daily  avurage  p('r  liead  of  n.i;  gallons  — a slight  increase 
on  last  Vf^ar. 

hor  this  r(^p()rt.  1 have  estiinated  the  population  of  the 
district  to  he  1 2(1.'). 

1 enclos('  tilt*  hejiort  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  Avhilst 
thinking  that  the  salary  of  that  Officer  is  inadetpiate,  I consider 
that  a little  more  attejition  is  required  at  the  Sewerage  Tanks,  so 
that  the  ('()unty  Inspectors  may  not  again  lintl  the  Avhole  dis- 
charging into  tlie  lieck  untreated.  W hen  the  Infectious  Hospital 
is  ready  the  Sanitai-y  fuspector  Avill  probably  find  his  Avork  much 
increased  You  are  no  doubt  aAvare  that  if  the  salary  is  of  a 
certain  amount  the  Oounty  (lomicil  refund  one-half.
